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Rioting students 
Panic buying spree over 
turn Tokyo area 
into battleground 


TOKYO (UPI) — Leftist students turn­ 
ed Tokyo’s glittering shopping district 
into a battleground 
tonight, backing 
their demand for U.S. return of Okina­ 
wa with concrete chunks, wooden staves, 
steel pipes, baseball bats and Molotov 
cocktails. 
Riot police fought back with clubs, 
Red China 
prepared 
for full war 


HONG KONG (UPI) - Communist Chi­ 
na has declared itself prepared for full- 
scale war and even a nuclear exchange 
with its two archenemies, the United 
States and the Soviet Union. 
Peking Radio made the disclosure 
Sunday in a broadcast of Defense Mini­ 
ster Lin Pliao’s political report to the 
ninth Congress of the Chinese Com­ 
munist party, which ended April 24. 
It was a complete restatement of 
China’s hard line policy — a determirv- 
ation to carry out revolution at home and 
export it abroad as Peking has in South­ 
east Asia, Africa and the Middle East. 
"Whether it is revolution that leads 
to war or war that leads to revolution, 
the days of U.S. imperialism and Sov­ 
iet revisionism are numbered," report­ 
ed Mao Tse-tung’s No.l deputy. 
"We should make adequate prepara­ 
tions, be prepared for a full-scale war 
with them be prepared for their all-out 
war effort, be prepared for a long­ 
term war with them and also be pre­ 
pared for nuclear war with them," Lin 
said. "A ll in all, we are prepared." 
Peking Radio's broadcast of Lin's 
report April 1 was the first word of 
it to come out of the Communist nation. 
It revealed serious Sino-Soviet rifts but 
gave no hint of impending change in Chi­ 
nese foreign policy. Lin's report said the 
Chinese leadership had rebuffed an at­ 
tempt by Soviet Premier Alexei Kosy­ 
gin to hold direct telephone talks follow­ 
ing border battles in March which cost 
both sides men killed and wounded. 
"In view of the present relations 
between China and the Soviet Union, it 
is unsuitable to communicate by tele­ 
phone," Lin said the Chinese leaders 
told Moscow. 
Most of the 24,000-word report, de­ 
livered at the opening session of the 
congress April 1, dealt with domestic 
affairs including the Cultural Revolu­ 
tion and the ouster of former Presi­ 
dent Liu Shao-chi and his supporters. 
On foreign affairs, he said both the 
United States and the Soviet Union were 
trying to "isolate" China. He quoted Mao 
that Peking had "full confidence in vio 
tory" in an showdown with the two pow­ 
ers. Lin also disclosed: 
— That Red China still strongly suj>- 
ports the continuation of the war in 
Vietnam "through to the end," indirect­ 
ly affirming China’s opposition to the 
peace talks in Paris. 
— China supports so-called "people’s 
wars" like the one in Vietnam in plao- 
es such as Lao, Thailand, Burma, Irv 
dia, Palestine and Malaya.

resigns role 


BELFAST (UPI)— Premier Terence 
O’Neill resigned today as leader of the 
ruling Unionist Party in face of Roman 
Catholic-Protestant strife in Northern 
Ireland. He said he would resign as pre­ 
mier as well when a successor is chosen. 
O’Neill, 
under pressure from opp­ 
onents in his own party, had threatened 
before to resign if that would prevent 
civil war from breaking out in Northern 
Ireland. The country has been hit by 
civil strife and sabotage that has wreck­ 
ed Belfast’s water supplies. 
The crisis centered on Catholic civ­ 
il rights. Current laws permit only 
landowners to vote in local elections 
and the rentpaying Catholics say they 
have been disenfranchised. O'Neill won 
a promise of reforms from his party- 
but the crisis in the party deepened. 
O’Neill's London office first announc­ 
ed his decision. A statement released 
there said he had submitted his resig­ 
nation as party leader and would offer 
to quit as prime minister when "A 
new leader is chosen through the elec­ 
toral process." 
" I am stepping down because I am 
convinced I may be serving the cause of 
reforms," O'Neill said. 


tear gas and jets of water sprayed 
from trucks. 
There was sporadic fighting through­ 
out the world's largest city during the 
afternoon, including an attack on the res­ 
idence of Premier Eisaku Sato, who es­ 
caped injury although rioters broke win­ 
dows in his house, and on a U.S. military 
compound where rioters hoisted an anti- 
American banner. 
When darkness fell the action centered 
on the Ginza, the city’s main thorough­ 
fare. 
and a bustling district of bars, 
beer halls, cabarets, restaurants, de­ 
partment stores and fashionable ships, 
It is said that the back alleys of the Gin­ 
za contain more night life per square 
yard than any other area of the world, 
but tonight the action was in the streets. 
Militant 
students of the extreme left 
wing gzengakuren, a nationwide organ­ 
ization of university students, charged 
police lines time after time only to be 
driven back. 
Standing behind huge metal shields, 
the police beat off the charges with tear 
gas fired in cannisters from shoulder 
weapons. The police fire in flat trajec­ 
tories, 
aiming carefully at individual 
targets! Often they scored direct hits 
and cannisters slammed into students, 
sending them sprawling onto the pave­ 
ment which was littered with rocks, 
clubs, shoes and the other debris of bat­ 
tle. 
Police, 
using less restraint than in 
previous demonstrations, 
occasionally 
chased rock-throwing youngsters down 
and clubbed them into submission. Some 
of the thousands of spectators joined the 
fighting but most of the militants ap­ 
peared to be the students who came arm­ 
ed and wearing their helmets. 
Most shop owners had prudently cov­ 
ered their windows but many huge plates 
of glass were reduced to shards and 
hurled as weapons. 
The main police tactic appeared to be 
to block the charges by kneeling behind 
their shields. Bottles of gasoline crash­ 
ed into the shields and burst into flame 
as the police countered with tear gas. 
When the fighting reached very close 
quarters the police were given orders to 
advance. In this way they pushed the riot­ 
ers back a few yards at a time. 
Spectators - turned - rioters occasion­ 
ally tossed rocks into the police lines 
from the rear. Many bystanders shout­ 
ed angrily at the blue-clad officers wear­ 
ing plastic face masks. 
Miniskirted bar girls stood outside 
their establishments to watch the fight­ 
ing. The lights of the bars were dimmed 
and most of them were closed. 
Traffic through the Ginza was halt­ 
ed and train and subway traffic into the 
area was almost completely disrupted. 
Some students carried banners de­ 
manding that the United States return 
Okinawa to Japan but the youngsters also 
chanted opposition to the U.S.-Japan Se­ 
curity Treaty as they snake-danced into 
the Ginza. 


Colgate rebels 


abandon club 
in turnabout

Thirty-five black students at Colgate 
University did an abrupt about-face early 
today and abandoned the faculty club at- 
ter rejecting an earlier administration 
demand to evacuate premises. 
Leaders of Cornell University’s Afro 
American Student Society late Sunday 
informed the school they would permit 
a weapons search of their headquarters 
as part of Cornell’s disarmament drive. 
At Harvard, members ofStudentsfora 
Democratic Society (SDS) met Sunday to 
consider further action as the student 
body voted on whether to renew a strike 
after a one-week moratorium. 
The situation at Harvard was unclear, 
as the results of secret balloting on re­ 
sumption of the strike were temporarily 
withheld. 
SDS members however, were report­ 
edly planning anomer demonstration to 
protest a ruling by Radcliffe College, 
the female affiliate of Harvard, that 22 
students be placed on probation for the 
spring semester. 
The Colgate black students had held 
Merrill House since before dawn Fri­ 
day to back their demands for establish 
ment of an Afro-American Cultural Cerv 
ter.

A POWERFUL solid-propellant rocket motor being developed for space 
use has been successfully ground tested for the Air Force at the California 
rocket test site of United Technology Center. Producing 1.4 million pounds 
of thrust, the 101-foot-tall solid-propellant rocket burned flawlessly for its 
programmed 2 minutes. The huge motor is being developed by UTC, an as­ 
sociate contractor for the Titan III program and will be used in pairs as the 
zero stage of the Air Force Titan Ili-M, boost vehicle for the Manned Orbit­ 
ing Laboratory (MOL). A pair of these motors, operating simultaneously, 
will give the Titan III-M a liftoff thrust of about 2.8 million pounds. Weighing 
nearly 350 tons, the motor was assembled from seven 120-inch-diameter, 
lO^-feet-long cylindrical rocket segments plus end closures and a nozzle! 
Massive MOL booster 
in perfect static firing

United Technology Center of Sunnyvale 
conducted a near perfect static firing 
test Saturday of the massive rocket boos­ 
ter which will eventually lift the U S. 
Air Force’s manned orbiting laboratory 
into space. 
Putting forward 1.42 million pounds of 
thrust with a deafening roar, the seven- 
segment solid fueled booster was tested 
at the picturesque Coyote Test Center 
near San Jose. 
UTC President BarneyAdelmantermed 
the test successful with the exception of 
a possible hydraulic valve fire which 
occurred at 102 seconds into the 120 
second test fire period. Adelman said 
that this in no way concerned the eff­ 
ectiveness of the booster. 
Maj. Gen, Joseph bleymaier, deputy 
director of the AF MOL program, also 
witnessed the test firing and commented 
that from the standpoint of the MOL pro­ 
gram, objectives were achieved and the 
test puts the program well on line with 
schedules set for this year and next. 
Bleymaier refused, however, to be 
specific as to the date the first MOL 
firing would take place from Honda Can­ 
yon, South Vandenberg. 
"There is no single element pacing 
the program,’*.he stated. "We must ad- 
just our scheduling to the 1970 federal 
budget. Technically we can move as fast 


as funds are available.” 
The testing Saturday of the seven-seg­ 
ment rocket represented one-half of the 
booster power which will lift the huge 
MOL core into space. Each solid rock­ 
et motor is 120 inches in diameter and 
112 feet high. Total weight of the stage, 
consisting of a pair of motors, is ap•. 
proximately 700 tons. A total of 2.8 
million pounds of lift -off thrust is de- 
livered from both motors operating sim­ 
ultaneously. About 000 tons of synth­ 
etic rubber with aluminum additives pro­ 
vides the propellant fuel. 
The noise factor will be significant to 
Lompoc Valley residents although Sat­ 
urday’s test viewed from about a mile- 
and-a-half from the test bay did not in­ 
dicate concern. However, officials ex­ 
plained that the total booster would pro­ 
duce approximately 100 decibels at a 
mile height and that 8,000 feet of sound 
safety clearance would be required from 
the pad.

11 years of autocratic, strongman rule at noon today (7 a.m. EDT). His de­ 
parture touched off a panic buying spree that sent the French franc to its low­ 
est value since November and the price of gold to a record high.

Frenchmen rushed to unload francs for 
fear of a new deevaluation. 
Gold skyrocketed to an all time rec­ 
ord price of $49.09 — far above the pre­ 
vious record high of $40.40 set on the 
Paris market during a French political 
crisis last March 10. The official U.S. 
price is $35 an ounce. 
Francs, normally worth about 20 cents, 
plummeted to 4.9735 to the U.S. dollar,

by international agreements to move in 
and support them. Francs had not reach­ 
ed that level since the international moo- 
etary crisis of last November. 
At the moment De Gaulle’s twice 
threatened resignation took effect, Sen- 
ate President Alain Poher, 60, took over 
as acting president until a successor for 
De Gaulle could be elected. F!ven before 
he took office political leaders met to 
try to avert chaos. 
Former Premier Georges Pompidou 
is considered by many to be the logical 
successor to De Gaulle, or at least the 
favorite in presidential elections which 
must be held 20 to 35 days from today. 
He had the backing of many Guallists. 
There was no ceremony today or a for­ 
mal handing over of powers. Just before 
3 p.m., Poher drove into the Elysee 
Palace courtyard in a three-car motor­ 
cade, applauded by a crowd of 200 per­ 
sons waiting in warm spring sunshine. 
De Gaulle’s personal staff had walk­ 
ed out exactly at noon, sending ahead of 
them IX* Gaulle's personal possessions. 
De Gaulle, bitter in his defeat at the 
polls, shut himself off from the world 
at his country home in eastern France. 
Premier Maurice Couve de Murville 
called in members of his cabinet to study 
the political crisis into which France was 
plunged. The primary concern was the 
maintenance of law and order. 
The first manifestation of the troubles 
that could beset France in the future 
was shown Sunday night and early today 
when several hundred students rioted in 
the troubled left bank area the moment 
they learned De Gaulle had been defeated 
in the referendum on which he staked his 
future. 
The 78-year-old French leader himself 
warned Friday of "national confusion" 
if the voters rejected him. Gaullist 
lieutenants painted more dramatic pio. 
tures of "deep trouble" and possible 
"chaos." Political observers said this 
may have been scare propaganda, but 
France’s new leaders were taking no 
chances. Strong police forces were alert­ 
ed throughout the country. Particularly 
heavy reinforcements were held in read- 
iness in the Latin Quarter itself but by 
midmorning all was quiet in the Latin 
Quarter following the arrest of 70 dem­ 
onstrators. 
In the wake of De Gaulle's own depar­ 
ture, it was announced officially that 
Justice Minister Rene Capitant, a left- 
wing Gaullist, also had resigned. He did 
so in a letter to Poher even before Po- 
her became president. 
" I cannot remain a member of this 
government now that you are called upon 
to preside over it," Capitant declared. 
Poher 
was 
one of the leaders of 
the "N o" campaign in the referendum 
that was aimed at sweeping changes in 
France’s constitution. Ironically they irv 
eluded changes in the selection of De 
Gaulle’s successor. 
Whether the changeover would bring 
new Communist efforts to take part in 
the government was not known, — but 
such efforts were expected. Communist 
newspapers already were suggesting a 
broad coalition government to include 
Communists. 
Even during the May, 1968, rioting and 
strikes the Communist leadership kept 
a tight rein on its rank and file support­ 
ers and prevented them from joining 
the street fighting which was almost ei> 
tirely by extreme leftist students. 
Nonetheless De Gaulle and other gov­ 
ernment leaders said at the time the 
riots and the strikes which paralyzed 
France were part of a left wing attempt 
to seize control.

Slighted by President Fran­ 
klin D. Roosevelt and Winston 
Churchill during World War II, 
he vowed to repay them fully

suffered at their hands.

Legislature to study rival plans 
to change selection of judges

SACRAMENTO 
(UPI)-The 
state legislature, 
convening 
today for its 16th week of the 
current session , faces decis­ 
ions this week on rival plans to 
change the method of selecting 
judges. 
Both the Assembly and Senate 
scheduled 
morning 
session s 
upon return from a weekend 
recess. 
The 
judicial 
appointment 
issue was a major controversy 
last year. After a long fight. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan’s plan to 
take partisan politics out of the 
appointment 
of 
judges 
was 
rejected. 
The 
governor had 
made 
reform 
of judicial aj> 
pointment one of his campaign 
pledges in the 1966 gubernator­ 
ial race. 
The governor’s plan was re­ 
introduced this year, again in 
the Senate. But Assemblyman 
William 
T, 
Bagley, 
R-San 
Anselmo also introduced a rival 
plan. 
Bagley’s package of legisla- 
tion—as does the governor’s — 
would set up com m issions to 
review nominees for appoinU 
ment to vacancies on the bench. 
But the proposal before the 
lower house gives the com mis­ 
sion authority to confirm or 
reject appointments after they 
are made by the governor. 
Under the Reagan proposal 
the com m issions would screen 
possible nom inees before ap­ 
pointment and submit a list of 
three to five nominees from 
which the governor would make 
the final selection. 
Reagans plan is being carried 
for the second consecutive year 
by Sen. Donald L. Grunsky, a 
Watsonville 
attorney and Re­ 
publican 
leader in the upper 
house. 
It already has cleared the 
Senate Judiciary 
Committee 
which Grunsky heads and will 
be 
heard this 
week by the 
Senate Finance Committee, a 
slightly sterner test. 
The plan was approved by the 
Senate last year but killed by 
the Assembly Judiciary Com­ 
mittee which Bagley headed at 


the time. 
The Bagley proposal will have 
its 
first 
hearing this week 
before the Assembly Judiciary 
Committee, However, Bagley, a 
GOP moderate and an attorney, 
has shifted from chairmanship 
of Judiciary to become chair­ 
man of Revenue and Taxation. 
In the legislation’s present 
form, 
six 
judicial 
review 
com m issions 
are 
proposed. 
Five would correspond to the 
five appellate jurisdictions in 
the state and would screen nom­ 
inees for municipal and super­ 
ior court vacancies within the 
districts. 
The 
sixth 
would 
be 
a 
statewide 
com m ission 
that 
would pass on possible nom­ 
inees for appellate court posts 
including the Supreme Court. 
The com m issions would be 
made up of equal numbers of 
judges, attorneys and laymen. 
Opponents of the Reagan plan 
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argue it would “ substitute bar 
politics for partisan p olitics.” 
They contend such plans result 
in the appointment of conserviw 
tive judges-usually from the 
ranks of corporation lawyers. 
Both plans involve a constitu­ 
tional amendment requiring a 
two-thirds vote of both houses 
and approval by a majority of 
the voters.

UTC is developing the new 
booster under a recently an­ 
nounced $125 million contract 
awarded the company by the Air 
Force. The motor is being read­ 
ied for flights in pairs as stage 
zero, or liftoff stage, of the Air 
Force Titan III-M space vehicle. 
Under a separate program with 
the Air Force, UTC builds a 
five-segment, 1.2 million pound 
thrust solid rocket used in pairs 
as stage zero for the Titan III-C 
and Titan III-D space vehicles. 
Developed in record time, these 
boosters 
have operated flaw­ 
lessly during all 12 flights to 
date from Cape Kennedy.

The solid rocket motor pro*. 
gram 
being carried out 
by 
United Technology Center is the 
most successful large booster 
development program in the his­ 
tory of rocketry. Standing 112- 
feet-tall, the new booster is as­ 
sembled from seven identical 
rocket motor segments, as aft 
and forward closure and a noz­ 
zle and associated hardware. 
Weighing 350 tons, it contains 
enough solid propellant to load 
ten Minuteman inter-continental 
ballistic missiles. 
UTC produces the big boos­ 
ters 
in a variety of configura­ 
tions with different thrust lev­ 
els from 10! .-foot-long rocket 
segments, the versatile inter­ 
changeable building-block pow­ 
er unit used to assemble rock­ 
et motors of such enormous 
size anl thrust. The segmenta­ 
tion concept, first advanced to 
the Air Force in the spring of 
1959 by UTC, provides a means 
of production for rockets of 
great weight and size within 
the limits imposed by handling 
and transportation equipment. 
Meanwhile, United Technology 
Center activities at Vandenberg 
AFB, under the direction of Ed 
Swanke, manager, are beginning 
to build-up in anticipation of the 
arrival of their product to push 
MOL into the skies. Within a 
few months, UTC operations at 
Vandenberg will rank with the 
other major contractors in im­ 
portance.

Dear Ira: 
This has been an infamous Monday. If I didn’t know 
better I might think that strange forces were working 
against me. A neck irritation that had been bothering me 
for awhile finally developed into one of those demons I 
had to have cut out. 
But my mind was really rattled when 1 discovered the 
glasses that I need to pitch with were shattered 
Someone in the clubhouse must have been fooling around 
with them and broke them. It was a sick feeling when I 
saw' the cracked lens. 
Immediately after practice I called up the eye doctor 
in town and went over to see him. Because they were spe­ 
cial oversized lenses and because they would have to send 
to Jacksonville for them, he said that he could not possibly 
have them for me in less than a couple of weeks. 
When I told him that camp would almost be over by 
then he said he would call tomorrow to try to arrange a 
special hurry-up deal for me. So now I just sit and wait- 
uncomfortable and near-sighted. 
It becomes a problem to try to continue practicing when 
things aren’t going right. Sometimes I feel like chucking it 
all—willing to do anything to relieve the throbbing pain in 
my neck. 
It becomes almost easy to walk up to the trainer and tell 
him I want to rest for a couple of days -in fact, I almost 
did it today. It would probably be the smartest thing to do 
I am no bonus baby.

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Airman finds autograph collecting 
good way to spend time and money

Airman l.C. Roger Christen­ 
sen of Vandenberg Air Force 
Base wrote a letter three years 
ago. It was finally answered last 
week. He’s not angry with the 
Post Office nor with the tardy 
reply — especially since the 
answer contained an autograph 
of Don Drysdale —famed maj­ 
or league pitcher. 
Christensen first 
become 
interested in collecting auto­ 
graphs of famous people in 1961 
when his mother presented him 
with an autographed baseball 
card signed by major league 
baseball player Duke Snyder as 
a birthday gift. 
Since then he has invested 
more than $1,300 and presently 
values his large collection of 
autographs at $2,500. 
Prior to coming into the Air 
Force he 
worked 
for three 
months as a dishwasher in or­ 
der to invest it into his collec­ 
tion. That summer he sat down 
and wrote 1,200 individual let­ 
ters, half of which were to ma­ 
jor league baseball players, at 
a cost of $81. 
He will usually ask the reci­ 
pient of his letter to sign five 
index cards, four of which he 
will use for trading, and include 
one autographed picture and 
short letter. 
His most prized autographs 
are those of Ulysses S. Grant 
and the Marx Brothers which 
he values at $50 and $25 re­ 
spectively. Both of these were 
obtained through trading with 
other collectors. 
The 
airman 
is 
presently 
striving for a complete collec­ 
tion of all retired and active 
Air Force Generals. His col­ 
lection presently contains the 
signatures of about 180 of these 
generals. 
According to Christensen, no 
less than six general's aides 
have called 
his supervisor, 
squadron orderly room or the 
Office of Special Investigation 
to check on the authenticity of 
his request. 
He 
has 
also received 
a 
personal letter from Gen. John 
P. McConnell, Air Force Chief 
of Staff. The airman’s 
home­ 
town recruiter in San Jose also 
received 
a call 
from the 
general’s aide asking what the 
airman is like and his inter­ 
ests. 
His 
present 
collection in­ 
cludes 2,000 personal letters, 
6.000 index cards, 600 glossy 
photographs 
and 500 picture 
post cards all signed by famous 
persons. 
He collects only what he be­ 
lieves to be authentic auto­ 
graphs and uses stamped, faci- 
mile and auto-pen 
autographs 
only for comparison. 
The autograph collection is 
in three main categories; ath­ 
letes, 
3000 signatures; politi­ 
cal 
and 
military personnel, 
1.000 signatures; 
and 
movie 
stars and entertainers, 1,500 
signatures. 
Included in these categories 
are the signatures of the gover­ 
nors, 
senators and represen­ 
tatives of all 50 states. Also 
such names as Raquel Welch, 
Claudia 
Cardlnale, 
Kim No. 
vak, Elizabeth 
Taylor, 
Ann- 
Margrct, Eddie Cantor, Alan 
Ladd, Errol Flynn, 
Pablo Pi­ 
casso, 
Albert Einstein, Babe 
Ruth, Willie Mays, 
Martin 
Luther King, Calvin Coolidge 
Lyndon 
Johnson and Gen. Wil­ 
liam C. Westmoreland. 


There is also a fourth cate­ 
gory which he classified as 
miscellaneous 
and 
includes; 
the signatures 
of 
12 
Play­ 
boy Bunnies, including pictures 
and personal letters; 
famous 
burlesque 
stars; and Playboy 
editor 
Hugh 
Hefner. 
This 
fourth 
category 
was started 
mostly out of curiosity rather 
than value. 
Roger has recently started on 
five new projects. He has start­ 
ed 
collecting 
first 
edition 
stamps which are on a special 
enveolpe with a design honor­ 
ing the stamp. Also sheet music 
signed by the composer and re­ 
cording artist, and team sheets 
which are sheets of paper em­ 
bossed with a team insignia and 
autographed by each member 
of the team. 
Also new to his collection are 
special postmark covers which 
are envelopes that have post­ 
marks 
containing a person’s 
first and last name, 
and his 
signature. According to Airman 
Christensen, 
“ This 
is very 
time consuming and expensive, 
since I must send each enve- 


lope to two different places and 
then try and get the celebrity 
to sign his name.” 
Finally to go along with his 
Air Force Specialty, photo lab 
technician, 
in the base photo 
lab, he is collecting 
Pulitzer 
Prize winning pictures signed 
by the photographer who took 
them. 


Besides trying to get persons 
to sign their autograph, Roger 
has encountered one other big 
problem, 
where to store all 
these items. 
“ I had most of my autographs 
stored 
in shoe boxes 
and 
graham cracker boxes when I 
first started out. However, I 
had to look for a more compact 
means of storage when my room 
and closet became flooded with 
boxes. I was 
finally able to 
acquire a 650 pound fireproof 
cabinet. 


“ I intend to keep on collect­ 
ing autographs,” and he added 
eagerly “ I am presently wait­ 
ing for the July 1 pay raise so 
that I can start sending out re­ 
quests for autographs again.”

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Gnawing at bonds 


Suppose the deal were put as follows: Deposit your money 
with us, let us use it for 10 years and at the end of that time 
we’ll give you back something less, maybe a lot less, than 
100 per cent of what you deposited. 
Takers, obviously would be hard to find and no financial or­ 
ganization interested in attracting loose money would think of 
oiferin 
su h disadvantageous term s. Neither would the U.S. 
Treasury. But it is, in effect, the deal investors in U.S. Sav­ 
ings bonds are receiving. 
The 
overnrmnt is not, of course, deliberately defrauding 
citizens. The villain is inflation, currently chewing into the dol­ 
la r’s real value at a 4.7 per cent annual rate. It doesn’t take 
an expert in economics to recognize that at this rate, savings 
bonds, at 4.25 per cent for series 4,E ” and “ H” , are ob­ 
vious! v losing ground in the inflationary spiral. 
And to the T reasury’s increasing concern, savers— mil­ 
lions ol Americans currently holding some $52 million in 
bonds 
nr* 
U’< oming increasingly aware of the situation.

For the first quarter of this year, more savings bonds were 
cashed in than sold— a net overflow of $61 million in Janua­ 
ry, $13 million in February and a record $78 million in Mar­ 
ch. Should redemptions continue to exceed sales, the Treasury 
could find itself in a real payments pinch after June 30, when 
the annual budgetary doldroms set in. 


One way out would be to raise the interest rate, set by 
Congress, to something like the return the small investor 
can expect from private institutions, currently around 5 per 
cent from savings and loan associations and mutual savings 
banks. The administration is reported considering such a 
move. 


Curbing inflation is the only satisfactory solution. Until 
the erosion of the dollar’s real value is brought under con­ 
trol, the government will continue to offer a poor deal to mil­ 
lions of its citizens. Neither they nor the government can 
afford it. 


The responsibles 


The University of Missouri has re­ 
leased the results of a survey of fresh­ 
men who eniered the school last fall. 
Of particular interest to the general 
public is the fact that most of the new 
students said they believe that colleges 
are too lax in their handling of student 
protests. Now that’s a switch. 
The majorities ranged from 51.7 per 
cent to 68.9 per cent among the 5,600 
freshman answering the questionnaire 
at the university’s four branches. 
On the question of whether students 
should have a role in the design of the 
curriculum, however, the vote was over­ 
whelmingly in favor — from 89.9 per 
cent to 93.3 per cent.

Chairman John Lynch of the State 
Board of Equalization, which adm inisters 
the law, said it was the first conviction 
reported to the Board since the 1968 
Legislature stiffened penalties for poss­ 
ession or sale of unstamped cigarettes. 
The penalties were strengthened to 
protect California’s $240 million annual 
revenue after the levy was raised from 
three to 10 cents per pack in 1967. 
Willard could have been sentenced to 
a year, a $5,000 fine and $25 for each 


carton of contraband cigarettes under the 
revised law.

Can shed yoke 


SEOUL, Korea (NEA) 
One thing that may make the Commun­ 
ists edgy in Vietnam is their unhappy 
experience here in South Korea. 
The 
Communist 
m istakes in South Ko­ 
rea, 
in fact, give 
some reason for op­ 
timism (under t h e 
right conditions) for 
the future of South 
Vietnam, if the Sai­ 
gon 
government 
comes through 
the 
peace talks relative­ 
ly strong, stable and 
united. 
In 1949 and early 1950, South Korea 
was in serious trouble. The Commu­ 
nist underground was extensive. 
Red 
guerrilla bands roamed the countryside. 
Without a heavy influx of American and 
Allied troops, South Korea would have 
quickly fallen under the North Korean 
invasion that began in 1950. 
But the major seed of Communist

weakness in South Korea, and a major 
basis for unity in this country, dates 
back to that same Pyongyang invasion, 
in which Kim II Sung’s troops occu­ 
pied all but a small corner of South 
Korea. 
Victory seemed so certain for the 
north that almost all of the widespread 
Communist underground exposed itself 
and came above ground in the territo r­ 
ies occupied by Kim’s advancing armies. 
(Most of the activists were thus forced 
to retreat with Kim’s arm ies when they 
withdrew, destroying an underground of a 
strength that normally takes a decade 
or two to build even under favorable 
circumstances.) 
Because victory was so “ su re,” the 
Communist conquerors did not find it nec­ 
essary to pretend friendship for the peo­ 
ple. 
They offered amnesty to anti-Com- 
munist officials who would surrender, 
then killed these men and women in 
open sight of fellow countrymen. 
They instituted a system of terrorism 
against those suspected of being against 
the new regime. 
But what followed was worse. After 
Gen. MacArthur’s Inchon landing, the 
Communists began their withdrawal to 
the north. As they retreated, in village 
after village, the Reds lined up the mid­ 
dle class — teachers, village elders 
and other local officials, farm and fish­ 
ing co-operative officers, police, mer­ 
chants and all others of influence among 
their neighbors — dug trenches, killed 
those victims in rows andleft them dead, 
sometimes buried in the trenches, some­ 
tim es not. 
At the end, there was hardly a citi­ 
zen of South Korea who did not have 
some relative killed by the Communists. 
This is why when North Korean agents 
move south, most find the going exceed­ 
ingly rough. 
The usual practice is to send a South 
Korean Communist (usually one who 
moved north with thè retreating North 
Korean armies> back to his old home 
village, to burrow in among friends 
and relatives. 
Some have been successful. But in the 
last 18 years, 3,152 were not. They’ve 
been trapped on the way or reported by 
neighboring farm ers or by the rela­ 
tives with whom they’ve sought refuge. 
There have been cases in which wives 
have reported on husbands who came 
back as agents and fathers who re­ 
ported on sons. 
Hatred for Communists runs that deep. 
This is not to say that North Korean 
Communists offer no threat. They do - 
because they are patient and keep try­ 
ing. 
* A new generation of South Koreans 
could forget the atrocities and the ter­ 
ro r of a Communist occupation. 


No easy answers 


COLUMBIA, 
Mo., 
- Some 200 re­ 
gents and trustees responsible for gov­ 
erning universities and colleges with a 
majority of the nation's students are 
meeting here to consider how to contain 
the campus revolt and at the same time 
insure the freedom of the academic com­ 
munity. It is a bit like trying to square 
the circle. 
These men and women representing 
their respective 
institutions at the an­ 
nual conference of the Association 
of 
Governing Boards are acutely aware of 
the gathering storm. They know that pro­ 
found changes must come in higher edu­ 
cation to meet student and faculty de­ 
mands. Yet they know, too, that legis­ 
latures — not to mention taxpayers — 
that must appropriate funds for the great 
state universities are in revolt against 
the excesses they see reflected in the 
headlines. 
A threatening equation is written large 
on the blackboard: disruption, violence, 
and 
destruction 
of 
property equal more 
political 
intervention 
in the academic com­ 
munity. Fire that pro­ 
fessor for talking rad­ 
ical stuff, the legis­ 
lature says. And if you 
can’t keep those stu­ 
dents under 
control 
you’re 
going to find 
your 
funds 
cut off. 
This fits in perfect­ 
ly with the drive for economy reflecting 
the pinch of ever-rising taxes. 
One question put to the conference is 
whether the governing boards should try 
to establish a national standard for cop­ 
ing with students, the minority of ex­ 
trem ists, who destroy and disrupt by 
force and violence. Should they be pun­ 
ished under the laws of the land as would 
an ordinary violator? Or does the sanc­ 
tity of the academic 
community make 
them immune from the punishment meted 
out to the lawbreaker on the oustide? 
There are no easy answers. One prob­ 
lem is to determine what authority is 
to pass on the accused within the aca­ 
demic community. TTiat gets down to the 
student demand for shared as against 
imposed authority. A student facing sus­ 
pension or expulsion for going beyond 
peaceable 
demonstration and protest, 
as defined in a code of conduct, would 
have a hearing before a board made up of 
representatives of students, faculty and 
administration. 
But expulsion under the draft as pres­ 
ently operating would make the individual 
liable to be called for service in a war 
which is one of the chief sources of stu­ 
dent protest. This is a sensitive nerve 
troubling authority at every level. 
The trustees and regents know only 
too well that they are the scapegoats 
for the ills of a society in turbulent 
change. They did not generate the educa­ 
tion explosion which has seen most in­ 
stitutions of higher learning, certainly 
those 
publicly 
supported, swollen to 
almost - unmanageable 
size. Yet they 
are under unremitting pressure to fit 
the unwieldy mass into a frame design­ 
ed for another and more restricted time. 
Two significant and little understood 
facts emerge in the discussion here. 
One is the way in which many institutions 
have kept ahead of student demands and 
have thereby headed off the kind of up­ 
rising 
engineered by a small minority 
intended to draw in the moderates against 
repressive authority. Yale under the ad­ 
ministration of Kingman Brewster is an 
outstanding example. 
Even less well known is how compar­ 
atively 
few institutions have had inci­ 
dents that made sensational headlines. 
Not more than perhaps 40 colleges and 
universities out of a total of more than 
2,000 have had blowups that got onto 
national television. 
Yet the shock wave from each incident 
ripples through the entire academic com­ 
munity and has its echoes in legislative 
halls. At the University of Missouri here 
in Columbia they have had no violence 
or disruption and only the most minor 
brushes with authority. But in the pre­ 
vailing atmosphere what would have once 
been called a rally —a vigorous talk-in 
with every viewpoint 
represented at a 
m ass meeting in the plaza before the uni­ 
versity’s historic colum ns—was dubbed 
a riot. As with the prominence given 
civil • rights dem onstrators, the news 


ty 
for 
the shock waves reverberat­ 
ing across the land. As it was pit by the 
president of a large university which 
has had its full share of turbulence: 
“ We are doing a great many exciting 
and constructive things here. But the 
only time the reporters and the television 
cameras show up is when a few hundred 
students have invaded an administration 
building or have trapped the recruiters 
for Dow Chemical or the CIA.” 
The underlying discontent and frustra­ 
tion on the part of both students and fac­ 
ulty are deeper than the surface mani­ 
festations. It is a discontent with the 
narrow term s and the machinelike quali­ 
ty of higher education in America. Pres­ 
ident Howard R. Bowen of the University 
of Iowa expressed this with remarkable 


candor in a recent speech: 
“ The university has unwittingly be­ 
come a handmaiden of the established 
order and finds its main purpose in train­ 
ing professionals to serve it and in car­ 
rying on research and service to support 
and perpetuate it . . . the university’s 
involvement with the established order 
robs it of its role and its contribution 
as disinterested critic of society and 
thereby reduces its capacity for liberal 
education.” 


That is what a lot of students have been 
saying with varying degrees of fury. 
And it is this accusation and how to re­ 
spond to it that the troubled represen­ 
tatives of authority are trying to sort 
out.
